Claims 1-2, 19, 23, 63, 73, 76, 84 and 87 are rejected under 35 U,S,C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Agostinelli et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,829,089). Agostinelli teaches a display 
apparatus for providing images on a curved display comprising a line object generation apparatus 
36/52, a laser source 20 for providing an illumination beam a linear spatial light modulator 52 for

modulating the beam and a projection lens 100 for directing the beam toward a line image 
scanner for forming the image on the curved surface 24. As seen in figure 1 the line object 
generation is placed above eye level. Figure 2a displays that the scanner is near the center C of 
the curved display surface. Figure 10 discloses that the screen may be cylindrical. Rotating 
bigon mirror 102 scans the Ught. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 10, 12, 14, 65, 68, 69, 71, 72, 77, 78, 81, and 83 are objected to as bemg 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
